It is ascertained from official sources that 


nearly forty thousand sailors visit the port of 
New York annually; and that, excepting at 
this season of the year, there are usually here 
about four to five thousand. Of these, until re- 
cently, not more than an average of, three hun- 
dred were in the habit of attending public wor- 
ship. Until the establishment of the Sailors' 
Home in Cherry street, where are to be found 
:he best accommodation of the kind, both spir- 
itual and temporal, for near three hundred per- 
sons, benevolent effort seemed to reach but few. 
Now, a large number seem to feel the most 
hearty concurrence in the measures proposed 
for their improvement. 
Nearly fourteen thou- 


sand sailors have become members of the tem- 
perance society. . The shipping merchants have 
afforded great facilities by their acquiescence in 
various measures, and the consequence has 
been that the health of the sailor has improved 
to an astonishing extent. 
While the sailors 


have become temperate, many of them have al- 
so become religious men, under the faithful 
preaching of tlia clergy of difierent denomina- 
tions. 


It is a well known fact to those conversant 


with this subject, that the fishermen of some of 
the towns on the eastern shores of New 
Kngland, 
often meet each other' on 
the 


the rishing banks, while pursuing their toils, on 
a Friday, and a half a dozen of the skippers, and 
crews, agree to run into some of the harbors, to 
hold on the Sabbath a religious meeting. There 
is also a marked change, we understand, in the 
conduct of the seamen in the merchant service.
